1 . (currently amended) A method for instruction processing executing on a 

computer comprising: 



a s e cond st e p of determining whether said basic instruction can be assigned to a logical 
instruction slot through checking a relationship between said classification of said functional unit 
and said logical instruction slot: and

2. (currently amended) The method for instruction processing as claimed in claim 1 , 
wherein said f i rst st e p identifying is divided into a first sub - st e p of identifying an instruction 
category of a basic instruction, and a s e cond sub - st e p of identifying a classification of a 
functional unit which can execute said instruction category. 

3. (currently amended) The method for instruction processing as claimed in claim 1 , 
further comprising a st e p, prior to said th i rd st e p assigning , fef-checking a relationship between 
said basic instruction that can be assigned to said logical instruction slot and other basic 
instructions to be assigned to other logical instruction slots. 

4. (currently amended) The method for instruction processing as claimed in claim 2, 
further comprising-a-step, prior to said third st e p assigning , for checking a relationship between 
said basic instruction that can be assigned to said logical instruction slot and other basic 
instructions to be assigned to other logical instruction slots. 

5. (currently amended) The method for instruction processing as claimed in claim 3, 
wherein said s e cond st e p determining includes a step of identifying said logical instruction slot 
having a lowest numeral determined to be assignable. 

6. (currently amended) The method for instruction processing as claimed in claim 4, 



identifying a classification of a functional unit which can execute a basic 



instruction; 




■assigning, to an instruction slot, said basic instruction determined to be 
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wherein said th i rd st e p assigning includes a st e p of identifying said logical instruction slot having 
a lowest numeral determined to be assignable. 

7. (currently amended) The method for instruction processing as claimed in claim 3, 
wherein said idendifving, determining, checking and assigning al l of sa i d st e ps are repeated for 
all instruction slots. 

8. (currently amended) The method for instruction processing as claimed in claim 4, 
wherein a ll of said st e ps said idendifving, determining, checking and assigning are repeated for 
all instruction slots. 

9. (currently amended) A computer program executing on a computer and stored on 

a computer readable medium , comprising: 

a first st e p of identifying a classification of a functional unit which can execute a basic 
instruction; 

a s e cond step of determining whether said basic instruction can be assigned to a logical 
instruction slot through checking a relationship between said classification of said functional unit 
and said logical instruction slot: and 

a th i rd st e p of assigning, to an instruction slot, said basic instruction determined to be 
assignable to said logical instruction slot. 

10. (currently amended) A computer program as claimed in claim 9, wherein said flfst 
step -identifying is divided into a f i rst sub - st e p of identifying an instruction category of a basic 
instruction, and a s e cond sub st e p of identifying a classification of a functional unit which can 
execute said instruction category. 

1 1 . (currently amended) The computer program as claimed in claim 9, further 
comprising a st e p , prior to said th i rd st e p assigning , for checking a relationship between said 
basic instruction than can be assigned to said logical instruction slot and other basic instructions 
to be assigned to other logical instruction slots. 

12. (currently amended) The computer program as claimed in claim 10, further 
comprising-a-step, prior to said assigning fourth st e p , for checking a relationship between said 
basic instruction that can be assigned to said logical instruction slot and other basic instructions 
to be assigned to other logical instruction slots. 

13. (new) A method for aiding instruction processing, comprising: 
arranging variable-length instructions to be executed in an order; and 
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verifying an arrangement of the variable-length instructions. 
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
